A literature surve y w ill compris e the bulk of activi ty within this 
phase of research. Data will he gathered.- on- the following physio 
logical conditions during sleep: blood pressure, pulse rate, — 

metabolic rate, bcdy-temperature,-respiration,-muscle tone, re- 
flexes, psychogalvanic responses, urine volume and g astric secretion . 

II. Narcosis : 

Attempts will; be made to distinguish natural sleep from the sleeplike 
condition proiuced by harcoticzand^soporific_ drugs r In addition, 
the pharmacological .effects of synergism and antagonism between 
the narcotic and soporific drugs will be pursued in formulating 
the etiological basis of sleep. 

The efficacy and mode of. action of drug com bi n atio ns such as 
chloralarnide, ehloralose, tricnaly-sulphonal, raethaforra, and 
bromal brcmoforra will be investigated through animal experimen- 
tation . 

Clinically, data on narcolepsy will be gathered from case histories, 
and patient followups ~ in the University H os pital; cl inics . 

III. Insomnia: 


Experimentation will be conducted on the physiological changes 
produced by prolonged insomnia. The prolongation of insomnia 
will be effected by means of external stimuli and analeptic drugs. 
In addition, the extent and effect of prolonged physical fatigue, 
mental fatigue and sensory deprivation upon _ insomnia will be 
determined.
